In an optimi tic survey of the 
economic situation the U. S.

“It is now clear that car-ioad- 
ings of the railroads in 1936 will 
reach 17 pe rcent over last year, 
and equal the figure for 1931. 

“The production of electric 
power has consistently kept up 
its upward inclination and is now 
running 15 per cent over the lat¬ 
ter part of 1935, and 24 per cent 
'over 1929.” 

Curiously the durable goods in- 
1 dustry, which suffered greatest 
! during the depression, shows the 
greatest gain. Employment in 
this line is up from 18 to 25 
per cent over May 1935, the 
Chamber says, while e:npl ivment 
in the production of consumer’s 
goods “fully equals the average 
of 1929.”

This prediction was made yes¬ 
terday by Arthur E. Wood, Los 
Vngcles county manager of the 
California State Employment Ser¬ 
vice. "We have reduced our active 
file of people looking for work 
from a peak of 159,324 last 
March, to 62,977 at the present 
time,” Wood said.

If you believe in mob rule, in 
Communism, you can excuse 
these things that THE NEWS 
believes to lie the inevitable fore¬ 
runners of anarchy and chaos. 

There can and should be a law 
that would make strikes unlaw¬ 
ful. There is no occasion for such 
a destructive force. Too often 
they are instigated by Commu¬ 
nists or racketeers who use the 
unsuspecting laboring man as a 
pawn.- 

A strict Federal law should 
outlaw strikes and kill off the 
grafters and racketeers that live 
like leeches on the working peo¬ 
ple. It should also apply, of 
course, to the employer, many of 
whom are niggardly and unfair. 

But there should be some 
agency of the government to 
which the aggrieved - employe 
or employer should bo compelled 
to submit their grievances or 
demands, pending the determina¬ 
tion of which it would be more 
than a mere misdemeanor to call 
a strike or effect a lockout. 

And the authority vested in 
this governmental agency should 
he religiously guarded and abso¬ 
lutely free from politics.
